Mr. Chase, we know, has at various times 
been authorized to issue legal tender notes to 
the amount of four hundred millions, or near 
it. This bears uo interest. It is money bor- 
rowed without interest. Are we to under- 
stand that if this amount in gold could have 
been borrowed on the same tekius gold would 
now be quoted in the markets at cents 
premium, and prices be-m according, or any- 
thing near it? The very statement of the 
proposition carries its absurdity on its face. 
Mr. Chase’s idea seems to be that a promise to 
pay iu tbe future, when there are many con- 
tingencies against it, is equivalent to the 
money down. There are very few per. 
sons who will agree with him upon this 
point. The real effect, if borrowing gold 
had been possible, would be upon the 
credit of the Government. It would have 
fluctuated, but with an adequate supply 
of that metal, not excessive, the effect would 
have been to keep prices in a normal condi- 
tion. A scarcity, there being no other cur- 
rency in competition, would have had just the 
reverse effect, and would have kept prices 
dowr. It seems to us perfectly clear that if 
we must give a dollar and a half of our money 
to get a dollar of any other nation’s, that 
would of itself raise our prices for every 
thing in which we come La competition with 
other nations, and that would be ascribable 
entirely to our currency. 

Mr. Chase puts down another fact In as- 
signing causes for the prescut inflation ol 
prices, which certainly merits the attention of 
the country. He says : “Such disbursement! 
made in coin would have enriched forton&te 
contractors, stimulated lavish expenditures, 
and so inflated prices in the same way, and 
nearly to the same extent as when made in 
notes.

Washington, Dec. la, 1863. 

Tbe report of the General-in-Chief is a very 
lengthy document, comprising mainly a grand 
summary of the military oncrations since his 
last annual import. KHerrioe to the Demrt- 
meot of the Potomac, Gen. Halleck says Bam- 
side’s proposed chautre of base was not ap- 
proved by l»iui. Burnside, therefore, oonsen ed 
to cross his array by the fords of lUtr'Trpuer 
Kippahannock, and then move down to seize 
the bights of Fredericksburg, while a small 
force was to be sent north of the river, to en- 
able Houpt to reopen the railroad. This pUu 
w:s assented to, bat not approved. Burnside, 
irslead of crcsslrg the Rappahannock by the 
ford?, as he was expected to do, marched bis 
whole ermy down the north bank of that river.

We 
shall not denounce these men as apostates, as 
acting in bad faith at all. They made their 
own speeches, and wore understood by men 
Who heard them. 

We heard a speech of Mr. Clay. There wap 
no disguise about it. It was an out and out 
Administration speech. If anybody mistook 
him, it was not his fault. We saw several re- 
ports of Mr. Randall’s speeches, and we 
don’t think he could be misunderstood, un- 
less a man were determined to misunderstand 
him. Wc presume the others are in tbe same 
category. 

These men are entirely wrong, in our judg- 
ment, but pot treacherous. If their constitu- 
ents are deceived, whose fault is It? At a free 
I election under the Constitution and laws of 
Kcntncky not one of these four-ninths would 
, occupy his present seat in Congress, unless 
the people had been deceived by the editor of 
the Journal, who insisted that these men 
stood dfi the platform. It is hardly fair to 
quote what they said, unless all they said is 
quoted. 

We are against the position of these men, 
and would not support them. We declined 
to support an organization that made them its 
leaders. They were not on onr platform — that 
was plain — and we could not afford any re- 
sponsibility for them, however humble. We 
are too good a friend to the Union of these 
States to connive at their policy. They are 
for tbe Union, no doubt; but the Union may 
well pray to be 6aved from such friends. 

We, however, think it UDjust to accuse 
them of apostasy or treachery. We did not 
in. suede: stand them; and wo repeat if the) 
were misunderstood it was not their 
fault. They are for the present Administra- 
tion during the canvass. They would find a 
little fault to be snre; refer to the platform, 
perhaps, and tell us they would have had 
some things otherwise; bnt lecl it a duty to 
give au unqualified support to tbe Adminis- 
tration. 

To be sure, when one reads that platform, 
and sees tbe grave charges it brings against 
the party In power, it does look strange to see 
a man acting with that jiurty, who professed 
to adopt such a platform as bis political faith. 
There is a monstrous wrong somewhere, it 
will be thought. So wc think, and wo were 
not a party to the affair. We saw that with 
many this platform was a humbug, and that it 
would be used to humbug tbe public.

The cr.me is in putting out a platform that 
a party doesn’t believe: that is represented cs 
the best that could be done. Such a course 
leads to what k»s occurred. Somebody is 
cheated or disappointed. In tbe present in- 
stance, these four-ninths voted a s the Repub- 
licans expected. The Union men ot Kentucky 
had evidence enough they would so vote. It 
Is some relief that there were only four who 
so voted. We didn’t know but one or two 
more would do likewise.

The General suggests that, as tbe rebel 
army lives upou the country through which it 
passes, tbs Federal army do tha same, as it 
facilitates rapidity of movement. Our com- 
manders in the rebel States haidly ever find 
supplies, 3nd in th9 border States it is difficult 
to distinguish between real friends and ene- 
mies. 

In regard to sutlers, he Eaya the entire abo 
lition oi the system would rid the array of the 
incumbrance of sutlers’ wagons on tbe march 
and tbe nuisance of sutlers’ stalls and booths 
is camp, and it would improve the discipline 
and efficiency of our troops in many ways, and 
particularly by removing from the camps the 
prolific evils ot druDkeuneas.

FORXIGN RXI.ATTONS.

Europe an natioas from that practical impar- 
tiality which alone deserves the name of neu- 
trality, and their action, in some cases, has 
assn mi d a character positively unfriendly. 

You have heretofore been informed that, by 
common understanding, the initiative in all 
action touching the contest on this continent 
bad been left by fore ; gn powers to the two 
great maritime nations ot Western Europe, 
azd that tbe Governments of these two na- 
tions bad agreed to take no measures without 
prtvious concert. The result of these arrange- 
ments has therefore placed it in the power of 
either France or England to obstruct at pleas- | 
are the recognition to which the Confederacy is 
justly entitled, or even to prolong the continu- 
ance of hostl'lties on this side of the Atlantic, 
if tbe policyof either could be promoted by 
the postponement of peace, Eacb,too,thas be- 
came possessed of great intiueace in so 
shaping the general exercise of neutral rights 
in Europe as to render them subservient to 
the purpose of aiding one of tbe belligerents 
to the detriment of the other. I referred, at.

This i6 assigned in a grave State pa- 
per as one of the causes of the high prices at 
present. We are told that the enriching of 
fortunate contractors in the present time of 
peril and distress is one of the prime causes 
for the prices which grind down tha poor 
man. To have an effect of such magnitude as 
this there must have been more than one or a 
hundred or a thousand “fortunate contract- 
ors.” It tells us in smoother phrase that one 
of the canses of inflation is the frauds by which 
thousands of speculators have been enriched 
at the expense of the country aad the 
citizens. This certainly presents a spec- 
tacle worthy of the attention of au eco- 
nomical people. We learn from this 
high authority that the wholesale met chant 
or the purchaser of a few pounds of sugar or 
*alt, on entering the market, has to compete 
with these contractors with long purses, filled 
out of the nation’s treasury, who, in the grat‘ 
ifleatioa of Inst or appetite, are able systemat- 
ically to keep up prices. It is no flittering 
picture Mr. Chase presents to ns, either of the 
care taken by the Government in letting out 
contracts, or the integrity of those whom they 
employ, since they produce such conse- 
quences as this. 

Mr. Chase offers some other reasons for the 
same effect, which are entitled to their weight, 
but by no means to the extent which be gives 
them. No one can read this part of the re- 
port without being impressed with the idea 
that, In the anxiety of the Secretary to defend 
his financial scheme, he has been driven to 
seek for remote causes for that which is capa- 
ble of a very simple explanation.

Attempt to Escape from the Military 

Prison— The Plot Disc jvereIi— Y esterday 
morning Sergeant Myers, of company O, 
Twentieth Kentucky infantry, in going his 
rounds through the military prison, discovered 
that the prisoners, some two handred in nnm- 
ber, had, daring the night previous, made an 
atumpt to escape from the prison by digging 
under the wall in the same manner that the 
rebel prisoners confined in the different 
prisons of the North have made their escape. 
How long the prisoners have been at work in 
thus digging is unknown, but at the time the 
discovery was made they bad succeeded in 
digging a ditch, or rather tnnnel, some five feet 
in depth and several yards in length, and had 
it not been for the timely discovery of the plot 
there is little doubt but thatthe last one of them 
would have succeeded in making their escape. 
Witt what impliments they succeeded in ex- 
cavating and removing the earth is not known. 
At the time the discovery was made they bad 
notbing in their possession, or any where in 
the prison, with the exception of their per- 
knives. It appears that as they removed the 
earth they had placed it under their banks, 
thereby biding it from view, and that the hole 
in the ground was covered over with boards, 
with a thin layer of earth placed on them. 
The enter wall of the prison covers a con- 
siderable space, and within that is a building 
which is the prison proper, snd it is within 
this inner wall that these prisoners were con' 
fined. In thi6 inner department are the cells in 
which the prisoners sleep, and a small passage, 
the privilege of which they are allowed both 
day and night In this passage a guard is always 
stationed. This excavation was commenced 
at the upper end of the passage, between two 
of the cells, and ont of sight of the gnsrd. If 
the prisoners bad succeeded in catting oat of 
the inner prison they woald have had a con- 
siderable distance farther to burrow before 
reaching the outer wall. The attempt was a 
bold one, and bad it proved sacceesfnl the 
prisoners now confined in the prison, togeth- 
er with those sent off last night, woald ere 
tbis have been on their way to Dixie; or per- 
haps they would have succeeded in obtaining 
arms here, when they would, no doubt, have 
commenced a raid of plunder through the 
State, robbing and committing all sorta of 
depredations upon oar citizens. 

The sergeant wbo6e name is mentioned 
above, and who discovered the plot of the 
rebels to make their escape, deserves great 
credit, and the thanks of the people are dne 
him for being the instrument in preventing 
the escape of these two hundred rebel pris- 
oners.
